What we think of a par­ 
ticular doctrine is a minor matter, for 
a right view of Christ Himself will 
rectify ail else—that is, right views of 
His sufferings and His glory .

reply . “Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living Hod’’ (verse 10), was the 
right thing to sajr. 
Hear him say it 
again in John vi. 09. and hear Martha 
say it in John xi. 27. 
Yet this did not 
fully establish either Peter or Martha, 
although it was a heaven revealed 
truth, because they did not grasp the 
suffering w hich it included. 
Not only 
does Jesus rejoice with Simon that 
God had revealed this to him, but He 
speaks for the first time of Ills church 
not as something which lie had been 
building, but in these words: “Upon 
this rock I will build My church” 
(verse 18 ). 
He said. “Thou art Peter 
[petros. a little rock], and upon this 
rock fpetra, a solid ledge] I will build 
My church.” Not Peter, but the great 
truth of Peter’s confession, is the rock, 
the solid foundation. See his own tes­ 
timony in 1 Pet. ii, 0, 7. The building 
of this church or called out company 
from Jews and gentiles does not de­ 
pend upon our faithfulness, for hath 
He said aud shall lie not do it? But 
He is willing to use all who are will­ 
ing to be used, and every living stone 
may bring other stones. 
The con­ 
summation is sure, whoever may or 
may not help, and the pearl, the 
church, shall be glorious and without 
spot or wrinkle or any such thing 
(Eph. v, 27). 
What a comfort it is that no wis­ 
dom from the pit, no unbelief or sci­ 
ence called Christian or aught else can 
ever prevail against it!

I imagine that all w’riting start­ 
ed with hierogly phics upon stones, 
such as the American Indian« used on 
stones and pn trees. Egy ptian script 
began on stone, and the Baby lonians 
first used clay tablets with cuneiform 
writing. The writing was done in soft 
clay tablets and then allowed to hard 
en iu the sun or kiln baked. Writing 
on papy rus by the priests was done in 
Egy pt as well as writing on stone. 
Leather was used by the Jews, and 
when it was ex tra tine—the hides of 
y oung animals—and could be written 
on both sides it was called parchment, 
and this parchment was used for the 
sacred writings aud was rolled up in a 
scroll. Vellum is a stiil finer kind of 
parchment. 
For earliest practical uses 
the Greeks and Romans used a wood­ 
en tablet covered with a coating of 
fine wax. This was written upon by a 
piece of metal, wood or ivory . The 
opposite end was a palette and was 
used to erase the wax or to make it 
smooth. Paper made of vegetable fiber 
or rags is supposed to have been first 
invented by the Chinese. In the ninth 
century it was introduced into Europe 
by the Arabians, and in the thirteenth 
century it was used iu France for deeds 
and in the fifteenth for books. 
Here 
we see an incident of God’s provi­ 
dence. The printing press was discov­ 
ered. Printing by movable ty pes was 
invented by a German about the mid­ 
dle of the fifteenth century . 
But it 
would have been useless had not paper 
been invented aud just introduced into 
Europe, for uo form of material for 
writing hitherto known could have 
been used on a printing press. 
Among the multitudinous uses of let- 


v arious religions and make the earth, 
trees, riv ers, stones, mountains, sun and 
moon and other created objects and crea­ 
tures their gods.

C O O K IN G B Y E L E C T R I C I T Y . 


A new form of tireless cooker with 
electric heater attached has recently 
been put on the market. This should 
tend to dev elop the use of electricity 
in the kitchen. It is well known that 
the ordinary kitchen range is ex ceed­ 
ingly wasteful of heat, the v ast ma­ 
jority passing up the chimney or into 
the room, while v ery little is taken 
up by the food which is to be cooked. 
In the case of gas or electric cooking, 
much more of the heat is confined to 
the food, 
whereas in the 
tireless 
cooker prov ided

electric 
heater, there is practically no oppor­ 
tunity for the heat to escape, and 
consequently this method of cooking 
should prov e v ery econcmical.

“No city should remain placidly 
idle,” say s the Rochester, (N. Y.,) 
Post-Express, “and let its 
advan­ 
tag es speak for themselves. 
Every 
city has something more or less a t­ 
tractive, and the attraction must be 
advertised, 
and 
well 
advertised.” 
There is little in such statements to 
be disputed. 
Advertising , by which 
is 
meant 
publicity , is as essential to a collec- 
tion of people as to the individual. 
It is as necessary for the community 
—which is eng ag ed in business—as 
it is for any other corporation en­ 
g ag ed in business. 
Whatever advantag e is g ained by 
a commodity or a city must be g ain­ 
ed within the next few y ears. Prob­ 
ably the next ten y ears will definite­ 
ly fix the place of most American 
cities. 
Thus we shall expect to find 
when the next census is taken, that 
those towns and cities which have 
made g reat prog ress are to be the 
towns and cities of the future, while 
those which fall behind will forever 
be the little, old-fashioned communi­ 
ties—the same kind of communities 
which one encounters while traveling 
abroad. 
There are any number of 
towns and villag es of Europe that do 
not possess so much wealth or so 
many people as they possessed a hun­ 
dred y ears ag o—towns and villag es 
that were doomed a century back and 
in which the people show 
no 
ad­ 
vancement. 
So that not only is advertising es­ 
sential for the city , but this is the 
most vital period in which to do the 
advertising . It will pay better during 
the next few y ears than it will ever 
pay ag ain. Factories promise to be­ 
come more stable; there will be few­ 
er chang es in locations 
after 
the 
next ten y ears. Many of the smaller 
concerns will inevitably be 
merg ed 
with larg er concerns, and there will 
not he so many factories, perhaps, 
as today , but big g er ones. The town 
or city that no\y secures a manufac­ 
turing plant 
stands 
an 
excellent* 
chance of becoming the home not 
only of the concern a s now proposed, 
but of the concentrated business of 
that particular line. 
Nor has there ever been a period 
in the world’s history when living 
conditions play ed so 
important 
a 
part in the locations of factories. 
It used to be the case that manufae- 
tureres cared nothing about the con­ 
ditions under which employes were 
compelled to 
live. 
At 
this 
time 
manufacturers find that proper liv­ 
ing conditions is a matter of econ­ 
omy with them; 
that 
they 
have 
which living troubles 
in 
cities 
in 
which living conditions are rig ht than 
in cities where they are wrong . They 
find that it is easier to obtain labor 
where laborers desire to live. 
And 
they find that laborers are more ef­ 
ficient, in a city that is well reg ulated 
than in a place where there are no 
reg ulations. 
So the factory is at this time in­ 
terested in law observance, in sani­ 
tation, in political 
g overnment as 
well as in transportation and 
raw 
material supplies. 
They are inter­ 
ested in parks and play g rounds, in 
water works department, 
in 
civic 
rig hteousness of all kinds. The city, 
therefore, that can g o 
before the 
world with clean hands, and, hold­ 
ing them aloft to hig h heaven, pro­ 
claim that much is done 
for 
the 
peace and comfort of the 
workers, 
and for the g eneral uplift of 
the 
race, has a story to tell which, prop­ 
erly told, is bound to redound to the 
thrift of the city and to its eternal 
prosperity .
